The landing party now oc­ 
cupies all th** city and outlasts have 
been stationed on the sandhills in the 
rear, who have been engaged in con­ 
structing defensive works. 
Admiral 
Fletcher, who is in command on shor**, 
Is making every effort to induce Mex­ 
ican municipal authorities to resume 
their duties and take up the adminis­ 
tration of the city.

city is still stopped and no business 
Is being transacted.

The Mexican forces are
